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Otwithftanding all I advanc’d, in 
our laft Paper but one, to prove 
how utterly impoffible it was that 
the Motives affign’d for my Lord 
Stair’s Refignation, viz. (the 
flagrant . Partialities fhewn to 
HANOVER, and every thing re- 
lating to it) fhould be true, I 
have the Mortification to find that other Stories of 
the like Nature, are ftill propagated, and, what is 
worfe, believed. 

For Inftance, it is moft confidently affirm’d, 
That when the whole allied Army was drawn 
out for the Entertainment of Prince Charles of 
Lorrain, and the Auftrian, Hanoverian, and other 
foreign Corps had undergone the Ceremonial of a 
Review, and only the poor £ng/b remain’d in Ex- 
peCtation of that Honour, his Highnefs received a 
Hint, That he need not give himiclf any farther 
Trouble ; for that the £ngli/) were at prefent too 
fhabbily cloath’d and accoutred to make it worth 
his while: To which he was pleas’d to reply, 
That it was not the Cioaths or Trim of a Soldier that 
gave him Pleasure, but the able Body and the intre- 
pid Heart, and fo humanely beftow’dan Hour’s Coun- 
tenance on thofe who had not received the like fince 
the Beginning of the Campaign. 

Again But before | proceed to a fecond Par- 
ticular, it may be neceflary to premife, That the 
bettowing of Nobility in the Empirgtis the Peculiar 
of Cefar, not even the Electors themfelves having 
any Share in that envy’d Privilege: To remedy 
which Defe&, thofe petty Sparks of Majefty, have 
annex’d Rank and Precedency to military Honours ; 
and, to ihew their creative Power, fometimes dub 
a Valet de Chambre a Colonel, and make a Con- 
fectioner a General: Not entrufting them with a- 
ny Command, but betrapping them with the Title 
only:,And thefe nominal Heroes, in all Cafes of

Upon this Principle we are told, that a certain

ber to the K. of G-—~ B—=, 

Weare told, likewife, that one of the Favourite 
Hanoverian Commanders, having taken a Fancy to 
the Quarters held by an Englifh Officer of the high- 
eft Quality, thought himfelf authoriz’d to ferve an 

Sjeétion, in the fummary Way of, Such is our Plea- 
jure : But that the Laft, not being, as yet, accuf- 
tom’d to the Form, infilted on the Right of Pof- 
feflicn, order’d his Men to fland upon their Defence, 
and thereby made a Shift to ftop Proceedings. 

And, not to fhock odr Readers with too many of 
tnefe ungrateiul Matters at once, we aretold, That 
a certain Exglifh General having difcover’d a very 
confiderable Magazine, which he propos’d to fecure 
for the Uie of bis Countrymen, he found himfelf 
ever-rul’d; and that he had the Honour of having 
acted only as PurnveEYOR for the Hanoverians.

it. Granting likewife, that his ******* may, in- 
wardly, feel himfelf a little more prejudiced in Fa- 
vour of his natural-born Subjects, than thofe he hath 
had the Gocdne/s and Condefcention to adopt, 1 can- 
not be perfuaded to imagine that he would fuffer 
the leaft Symptom of any fuch Partiality to efcape 
him: For Jealoufy ever waits on Love, and lWo- 
laters as we are of his heroic and fublime (Qualities, 
we could not dear to (ce any Rival whatever ttep 
between us and his Affvctions.

Indeed, what thofe Services and Merits are, [ do

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
ITALY. 
Naples, Sept. 17. Letters from Sicily and Ca- 
Jabria agree, that Meffina and Reggio are now quite 
clear of the Plague, and that ’tis only for the greater 


Security that the Commerce with thofe Places con- 
tinues to be prohibited. Preparations continue for 





the March of the Troops of this Kingdom. 

According to a Lut which we have here, the 
Number of Perfons who died of the Plague at Mef- 
fina, in the Citadel, and in the neighbouring Places, 
amounts to 46,825, and 26,233 Perfons remain 
alive. 





Genoa, Sept.26. An Exprefs from Madrid pafs’d 
by this Place in his Way to Naples, and reports, 
that the King of Spain has fent Orders to Don Phi- 
lip not to undertake any Thing till he is join’d by 
the 20,000 Men which his moft Chriftian Majefty 
has promifed ; and that the Court has alfo difpatch’d 
an Exprefs to Barcelona, to fufpend the iending 
Provilions to the Spanifa Army from Catatonia, 
the French having agreed to furnifh Provifions, 
Ammunition, Artillery, &c. for the Sums which 
his Catholick Majefty has caufed to be remitted for 
that Purpofe. 

The laft advifes from Baftia import, that Mr. 
Giuftiani, the Republick’s Commiffary there, had 
delivered to the Deputies of the Pieves, the 
Senate’s Anfwer to the Memorial which they pre- 
fented fome time ago; but the Corficans are not 
fatisfy’d with it, though the Government has granted 
almoft every Thing they ask’d. They not only 
complain that the Republick has not fufficiently ex- 
plained itfelf upon feveral Articles, but allo make 
new Demands, which fhews that they only endea- 
vour to trifle away the Time, in hopes of fome fa- 
vourable Opportunity to excite frefh Difturbances. 

The Mafter of a Ship arrw’d from the Ifle of 
Hieres, reports, that the Erglifh Squadron, con- 
fifting of 16 Ships of the Line, is ftill in thofe 
Parts ; that Admiral Matthews is at Villa Franca 
with fome Men of War ; that he has planted feve- 
ral Pieces of Artillery to defend the Pofts along 
the Varo, and .that‘he has a Body of Troops on 
board his Fleet ready to land as foon as ever the Spa- 
niards come that Way. 

SWEDEN. 

Stockholm, Sept. 27. ‘The Secret Committee, which 
is augmented with fome Members of the Four Or- 
ders, is authoris’d to confult with the King and 
Senate the proper Methods to continue in Peace 
with the neighbouring States, and to endeavour 
as much as poffible to prevent a Rupture with Den- 
mark ; but in Cafe a War fhould break out, the 
faid Committee may raife whatever Money is ne- 
ceflary to carry it on vigoroufly: The Troops, how- 
ever, continue to file off towards their deftin’d 
Places, and the Artillery was fent away the Day 
befure Yefterday under a ftrong Guard. The re- 
peated Affurances of the Court of Ruffia to affift 
this Kingdom with all their Forces, occafions 
great Joy here. 

GERMANY. 

Franckfort, O&. 6. Six Regiments of Regular 
Troops, from the Army of Prince Charles of Lor- 
rain, together with a grand Detachment of Croats, 
Hullars, Pandours, Waradins, Sclavonians, &c, 
are in full March to join the Allies on the Lower 
Rhine; over which River they are to pafs at Schreck, 
where a Bridge has been laid for that Purpofe. The 
Army of the Allies is thereabouts, at prefent, but 
it feems a ‘Thing abfolutely impoflfible, to penetrate 
the Defigns of the King of Great Britain. Some 
believe, that he will undertake the Siege of Lan- 
dau ; others apprehend, that he will take Winter 
Quarters, the Seafon being too far advanc’d, to 
enter upon a Siege of fuch Importance. The

add, that his Head Quarters will be eftablifh’d at_ 


Spire, or at Worms; and that the Allies will con- 
tent themfelves with haraffing the French this 
Winter, by means of their Irregular Troops, and 
railing Contributions in Alface and Lorrain. The 
Count de Saxe, at the Head of 15,000 Men, en- 
ter’d, the Firft of this Month, into the Lines of 
Lauterbourg, which it was thought the French had 
tbandon’d ; and, it is faid, that he will be fhortly 


jvin’d by 15,000 Men more from the Sarre and the 


Mofelle. Our laft Advices from Prince Charles’s 
Camp aflert, that his Highnefs intends to keep the 
Field all the Winter, and to maintain a free Com- 
munication with the Allies. 

Manheim, Sept. 5. ‘The Army of the Allies has 
actually begun its March from Spire, towards the 
French, their Van-Guard being commanded by the 
Duke of Cumberland ; and this Day they begin to 
demolith the Lines. abandon’d by Marfh Noailles, 
behind the Queich. There is a Report prevails, 
that the Auftrian Huflars have furpriz’d the Town 
of Biche in Lorrain, and that it is apprehended, 
they will foon overwhelm the whole Dutchy. 
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LONDON.

Knight of the Moft Noble Order of the Garter. His 
Grace married to his firft Wife Mary, Daughter to 
John Brown, Efq; and Neiceto Sir Charles Duncomb, 
who in 1708 was Lord Mayor of London; which 
Lady died without Iffue on January 15, 1716. His 
Grace married fecondly, on the 6th of June, 1717, 
Jane, Daughter of Thomas Warburton, of Win- 
nington in Chefhire, Efq; Her Grace was one of 
the Maids of Honour to Queen Anne, as alfo to 
her late Majefty Queen Caroline, when Princefs of 
Wales, by whom he had Ifiue four Daughters, the 
Lady Caroline, to whom her Majefty Queen Ca- 
roline was Godmother; the Lady Anne, Lady 
Elizabeth, and Lady Mary.

We flattered ourfelves, that our Moderation to 
tle Guilty would have made on them, as well as 
on cheir- Relations and Friends, that Impreffion 
which we had a Right to expeét ; but inftead of a 
proper Acknowledgment a very great Mifchief a- 
30. from it, which has been revealed to us b 
iu:uc of our faithful Subjedts: After a ftrict Exa- 
1 :aation it has been found out, that the late Lieu- 
tea:nt General Lapuchin, his Wife Natalia, and 
in, Son, the late Lieutenant-Colonel John Lapu- 
cia, forgetting their Duty to God, without fear- 
ins the juft Judgments of the Almighty, anJ with- 
cut acknowledging the Favour we gran.e! them 
atcr they had been arrefted as Accomplices in the 
Ciines of the abovementioned Minifters, out of 
trer Affe€tion for the Princefs Anne, as well as 
t. «iv riendthip for the late Grand Marfhal Low- 
ci wolde, and upon Pretence of fome Difcontent, 
ts < it inta their Heads to deliberate, in Conjunc- 
tia with the Countefs Anne Beftucheff and the 
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ia cic frequent Meetings they had together, on 
ti. Means to deprive us of the Imperial ‘Throne, 
aii to put the Regency, as formerly, into the 
Liewds of the Princefs Anne and her Son, tho’ thefe 
r.i uer have, nor ever can have, any Right there- 
to, having been raifed to the Regency by nothing 
bs. the Intrigues of Ofterman, Munich, and their 
ioicrents, in prejudice of the Will of the Emprefs 
«ut Mother, who declared us fole Heirefs to the 
‘} heone, &c. as more plainly appears by our Ma- 
isto of the 2d of February, 1742. 
ike Marguis de Botta, contrary to his Duty 
a... roreign Minifter, did in thefe Meetings and 
])..ccrations promire his Help to Lapuchin, his 
\\ ce, and the Countefs Beftucheff, with fo much 
“ ior the Princefs Anne, that he declared he 
ws i never be at Reft till hefhould fee that Prin- 
«: cflored to the Regency. And tho’ he could 
-¢ ignorant of the inviolable Friendfhip and 
‘cighbourhood which all along happily fub- 
ca between the late Emperor Peter the es, 
i sift dear Father, of immortal Memory, and 
inprefs our moft dear Mother, and the late 
ot Pruffia of glorious Memory, Father of 
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Iisrquefs de Botta, late Minifter from Hungary, - 


ftill fub its as ftrictly with his Pruffian Majetty ; 
he, the ‘aid Marquifs, did neverthelefs, in Con- 
teinpt of the King of Prufiia’s Name, and in order 
to fow Difcord between us and that Prince, inti- 
nuate that his Pruffian Majetty would fupport his 
Enterprize, and that he thould obtain from him 
the neceflary Succours for that purpofe. 

We are fufficiently informed, that his Majefty 
the King of Pruffia never had any fuch Detign, 
and that the Marquis de Botta made ufe of that 
Story only in order to forward his Detigns by to- 
menting ‘Froubles in our Empire; and it was in 
Hopes of this that he left Ruflia, after haying con- 
firmed the Lapuchins, &c. in their wicked Detigns. 
The latter trufting entirely to his Promites, and 
flattering themfelves that they fhould foon fee the 
Effect of them, difcovered a‘great deal of Joy on 
the Occafion, and in the mean while negleéted no- 
thing that might draw others into the Plot, and 
make us odious in the Sight of the People by the 
vileftt Calumnies, while they extoll’d the Princefs 
Anne, aflurins thofe they talked to of her gracious 
Protection, tho’ they themfelves had never received 
the leatt Ma-k of it. However, they were not able 
to draw any more into their Plot than the eight 
Perfons undernamed ; and at laft they found them- 
felves deceived in their Expeétations, fince the Al- 
liance between us and the King of Pruffia was not 
only renewed, and ftill fubfifts inviolably between 
the two Parties, but his Pruffian Majcfty moreover 
fent us his Order of the Black Eagle, which we 
accepted; from all which they interred, that the 
Marquis de Botta had not fucceeded ia his Detigns, 
and that neither the pretended War with Pruiia, 
nor the Revolution fo much wifhed for, would 
take place. All this plainly appears from their owa 
Confeffions and other Proots. 

Stephen Lapuchin, in hopes of an approaching 
Change, fpoke of us in the moft contemptuous 
Manner, and, out of his Friendfhip for the Prin- 
cefs Anne, refufed to acknowledge us as Heirels to 
the Imperial Throne, which belongs to us by all 
the Laws. He induced his Son John to talk in the 
fame Strain, and the latter being wrought upon by 
the Marquis de Botta, fpread Reports tending to 
make the People rife, and foment Difturbances in 
the Empire. Stephen Lapuchin did moreover, in 
Contempt of our Sovereign Authority, endeavour 
to afperfe and vilify the Perfons of our Minitters, 
the Senate, and others, whom we had railed at 
Court, extolling all the while his own Services, 
tho’ he never did us any, He fought and wifhed 
that Ofterman, Munich, Lowenwolde, and their 
Adherents, tho’ declared Enemies to our Perfon 
and the Country, might return to Court: He con- 
fulted on this Head with the Marquis de Botta, 
who promifed to employ large Suis for this Pur- 
pofe out of his own Pocket, in hopes that, after 
the Return of the Exiled, they might labour fuc- 
cefsfully towards the Reftoration of the Princefs 
Anne and her Son: All the Converfation at their 
Meetings turned upon nothing but this Subject, 
and the Means to tumble us out of the Imperial 
Throne. 

Natalia, his Wife, and Anne Beftucheff con- 
ftantly deliberated, as well with the Marquis de 
Botta, as among themfelves, on thefe dangerous 
Enterprizes : Natalia reported to her Husband what- 
ever fhe had learned of the Marquis de Botta, and 
confulted with him on this Subje&. ‘The Knees 
John Putatin, late Captain Reformed in our Life 
Guards, and Sophia, the Wife of the Chamberlain 
Lilienfeld, took Part in thefe pernicious Schemes, 
and held, on this Occafion, Difcourfes together in- 
jurious to our Perfon, 

Natalia Lapuchin, who was a Lady of our Pa- 
lace, abfented herfelf fora long time from our 
Court, contrary to her Duty, in Contempt of our 
Perfon, and in hopes of a fpeedy Change, though 
her Relations oftentimes made esatelawsione to 
her on that Head. Alexander Sybin, who was 
formerly firft Commiflary of the Navy, was privy 
to the pernicious Defigns hatching againft us, and 
often heard the injurious Speeches of Natalia La- 
puchin; and tho’ he was,not ignorant of the dan- 
\ gerous Confequences thereof, he kept the whole Se-

cret, againft his Duty and his Oath, whereby he 
made himfelt an Accomplice in the Crime. 

John Lapuchin, Son of Sxphen La a chin, not 
only littened to, and communicated to ochers, the

proper Motion, without being conttrained to do it, 
After having beld a Gencial Ailembly ia tie 
Scnate on this Affair, which was cempoicd of the 
Ciergy, all the Miaitlers, and the principal Otficers 
both Civil and Military, aad dchberated oa the Pue 
nifhment of the Guilty, their oenteace was figmt 
fied to them, impor ting thas Stephea Lapuchin, nis 


Wite Nataia, and their Son Joha, th ther 
Offence have their Vongues cut out, and thea be 
broke alive upon the Wheel, and their Bodies lete 
expoied thereon; Anue Beiluchetl to undergo the 
fame Execution; John Moickhow and the Kaces 
Putatin to be quartered, and their Bodies expotcd 
on the Wheel; and Sophia Lilienficld to be «ito 
beheaded. But though they deferve fuch Wumin- 
ments by the Laws, yet we have been picated, out 
of our Magnaninity and Motherly Mere, to ex- 
empt from the Penalty of Death, and micigate the 
Sentence inthis Manner: viz.

We allo 
diveft Captain Lilienteld, his Brother, Lieutenay 
Nil Akinfow, and Adjutant Kolytfchow, of the 
Potts they had in our Regiments of Guards, and 
reduce them to the Rank of private Centine!s in 
other Regiments, We alto reduce Nicholas Rtchew- 
sky to ferve as a Common Sailor, though he is by 
Birth a Gentleman, 

And as to the unjuftifiable Condué&t of the Mar- 
quis de Botta, during his Retidence at our Court, 
we are refolved to demand a proper Satisfaction of 
the Queen of Hungary on that Head, and that 
the faud Marqui!s may receive the Chattifement he 
deferves, being firmly perfuaded that her Hunya- 
rian Majefty, conformable to Equity, and in Con- 
fideration of the Friendthip that fublifts between us, 
will not approve fuch a Conduct in her Miniter, 
nor refufe the Satisfaction demanded.
